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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 7-10, in the reply filed on 
25 March 2004 is acknowledged. However, Examiner has found that examination of the 
entire application as filed did not cause a serious burden. Therefore, all claims have 
been examined on the merits. Concurrently, the Restriction requirement of the Office 
Action dated 25 February 2004 is hereby withdrawn. 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Japan on 26 December 2001. It is noted, however, that applicant 
has not filed a certified copy of the application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(b). 
Examiner notes that a certified copy of the application filed in Japan on 23 March 2001 
(2001-083984) has been received in the Office and placed In the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
states the limitation "wherein the conditions of the pressure cooker test are 121°C, 
100% by mass humidity, 2.1 atm and 168 hours, and the measurement method of the 
peeling strength is according to JIS C 5012". This limitation, in conjunction with the 
other claimed limitations was neither found to be disclosed in, nor suggested by the 
prior art. Claim 2 states the limitation "wherein the conditions of the pressure cooker 
test are 121°C, 100% by mass humidity, 2.1 atm and 336 hours, and the measurement 
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method of the peeling strength is according to JIS C 5012". This limitation, in 
conjunction with the other claimed limitations was neither found to be disclosed in, nor 
suggested by the prior art. Examiner has interpreted "JIS C 5012" to mean the standard 
as written in 1993 as disclosed by Applicants (see pg 5 of the instant specification). It is 
to be understood that this 1993 standard is imported into the claim and any future 
revisions to this standard will not be considered germane for determining the scope of 
the instantly claimed invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
